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Eternal Lite

In our last article to the Evangel 
sometime ago, we dwelt on the origin of 
eternal life, the plan, purpose, and its 
origin with us, and extent. We will now 
note laws or rules governing same, as our 
will and choice has all to do in our life 
of usefulness with God, retaining eternal 
life and the blessings accompanying same. 
As the plan and purpose has been predes- 
tined it has been offered and is still be- 
ing offered today to whoever will accept 
or choose. It is not compulsory. In the 
natural a body of men can make a choice, 
elect a man to office, but after he is 
chosen and elected it all depends on his 
will to serve. You use your wisdom, your 
choice, your will works. Our laws are so 
provided that all can choose, but for 
many offices only one is required to fill 
or elected for the place or position and it 
may not be the best man, and too he may 
refuse to serve, but you will notice that 
all who choose, will, serve, or run in the 
spiritual race will win a prize. 

The laws in some states differ from the 
laws of another. The penalty for crime 
differs. In some states, the penalty for 
murder is life imprisonment, in some 
death by hanging, and in ovuers electro- 
cution. This law does not force, but 
rather tries to restrain from committing 
murder, because it is cruel, dangerous, 
breaking both the law of God and law 
of your state, laying yourself liable to 
the penalty which you will have to pay.

However, this law is foreordained of God 
and man (or state) that this man must 
suffer the penalty for his cruel act, which 
act is a result of his own will or per- 
sonal choice. The laws of foreordination 
are fixed in the laws of nature that gov- 
ern our safety, health and happiness and 
to rebel or transgress against any, the 
penalty will be to pay of whatever it may 
be. Sin is the transgression of God’s law. 
He does not want His children to sin, 
that is why He so provided a saving 
grace that gives life, therefore, if you sin, 
have a will or choose to do evil, you are 
not in accord with the plan that provides 
eternal life, and eterna! death worketh in 
you. 

Eternal life ana eternal death are sep- 
arate. Being born again (John 3:3-5) does 
not license you to sin or do evil. Neither 
does the blood that cleanseth or sancti- 
fies cover that sin you commit until it 
is fully repented of. This wonderful ex- 
perience of sanctification or cleansing, 
the wonderful baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, will not warrant you heaven or 
happiness if you choose to do despite to 
the spirit of grace. You are born again 
because you accept God’s favor and re- 
pent of your sins. You are sanctified or 
cleansed from the carnal nature because 
you forsake sin. You receive the Holy 
Spirit of promise to give you power to 
overcome sin. Jesus had power to forgive 
sin. His blood was shed for your cleans- 


ing, He paid the penalty for you, but 
this only counts for the sins repented of 
and the sin you didn’t commit. The blood 
eradicates sins, being the wrongs we do, 
and sin, the carnal nature in man. This 
forgiveness and cleahsing makes you a, 
new creature, old things pass away, all 
things become new, the stony heart is 
taken away and you are given a heart of 
flesh. This choice of yours brings you 
under contract or submissiveness to God. 
You then keep His cominandments be- 
cause you love Him. You keep His favor 
and keep your fellowship sweet by obey- 
ing and walking in the light. Through 
His Word He points out the way of life, 
gives all instructions necessary. 

“Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his way?” said David. “By taking 
heed to the Word.” It becomes as a lamp 
unto our feet and a light unto our path- 
way. This word of truth makes us free, 
if we follow on to know the Lord. As it 
points out the way of life it also points 
out the way of death. Moses said in 
Deut, 30:19, that God set before you life 
and death, blessings and cursing, there- 
fore, choose life that ye may live. This 
would bring all men into accountability, 
including Pharaoh, Esau, Saul, and Judas, 
for their decisions. Whoever makes the 
way of God and righteousness his choice 
is electing himself, and that choice of his 
will to continue will certainly have a 
part to play in the pursuits of life and 
the final abode. Pursue the course of life 
and live. 

There is no honorable sin, there is ne 
sin that will go unpunished, whether by 
a saint or sinner.

way, informs me that the percentage of 
increase this first six months, compared 
with this same period last year is 8.11%, 
and that the increase in publications up 
to April 1 was near 15%. For the last 
three months the publication has been 
greatly increased to meet the demand. 
Numbers of young people are enjoying 
the instructive information contained in 
their little paper. 

NOTE: You will note that we gave 
two percentages for the tithes for this 
year. The reason is this, this year the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
paid us a dividend, and of course this was 
placed in the tithe fund, where over 
twelve times the amount of the dividend 
received has been paid out to make it 
possible for our ministers to secure this 
group insurance. But, if the Council of 
the Twelve and the Bishops’ Council de- 
cide it should be prorated, then the sec- 
ond percentage figure of 50.98% will be 
correct. 

MISSIONS: Last year for the same 
period of time we showed 48.76% gain 
over the previous year, and we were able 
to double on our missions for the entire 
year. This year for the same period of 
time in comparison over last year the 
percentage of gain is 64.16%. Therefore, 
if our people keep working in proportion 
as they did last year, we can have even 
a greater margin over a double than we 
had last year. 

Thank God and bless His holy name for 
the great program of the Church of God 
and for its faithful workers everywhere 
who are laboring together with God to 
further His great cause on earth while 
we wait and watch for His coming.

Eph. 1:13, “In whom ye also trusted, 
after that ye heard the word of truth, 
the gospel of your salvation: in whom al- 
so after that ye believed, ye were sealed 
with that holy Spirit of promise.”

The wrath of man worketh not the 
righteousness of God, James 1:20. 

Malice, ill-will, hatred, backbiting, 
slander, criticism, and even murder, all 
belong to this family. “He that hateth 
his brother is a murderer,” 1 John 3:15. 

1. Jesus is the Saviour of sinners. He 
died to save men from all sin. The 
drunkard, the swearer, the thief, the liar, 
the immoral and just as truly the high- 
tempered. Why should there be any more 
excuse for the high-tempered man who 
is saved to have a spell of anger occas- 
ionally, than the saved drunkard to have 
to drink occasionally again, or the saved 
liar and swearer to have to lie and swear 
occasionally? Jesus takes the lion nature 
out and gives the lamb nature instead— 
He transforms the bad disposition to a 
good and kind one—thus it is to be saved. 

2. Evil tempers and anger are unbe- 
coming in any one and are least expected 
in a Christian. A person possessing a hot 
temper is most likely to have no controi 
of the tongue—perhaps this is the kind 
of tongue that “is a fire, a world of 
iniquity” that “defiles the whole body 
and sets on fire the course of nature,” 
etc. (James 3). 

3. To overcome the spirit of the worid 
and all its ways of sin, is the greatest hu- 
man achievement on earth. (Of course 
it is not done without God’s wonderfui 
grace.) Where and how can this achieve- 
ment be more beautifully demonstrated 
than in a smooth, loving, even disposi- 
tion, and that is maintained through ev- 
ery variety of earthly circumstances? 
tiow many great scholars, statesmen, 
leaders in every avenue of human af- 
fairs, even preachers, church members 
and professed Christians, give expression 
to unseeming fits of anger occasionally? 
At such times it is the spirit of Satan, 
and not the spirit of the blessed Christ 


they put on display. 

4. “The doctrines of God our Savior” 
we are to “adorn” and “in all things” 
(Tit. 2:10). Such adorning is described 
in Gal. 5:22, 23, “But the fruit of the 
Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance.” Notice then there is an- 
other list in Gal. 5:19-21, but remember 
that it belongs to another realm alto- 
gether. In it is wrath, strife, hatred, 
variance (which is dissention or contro- 
versy), seditions, envyings, murders, etc. 
These do not adorn the gospel of Jesus, 
nor do any of them belong in the fur- 
nishings of a Christian. 

5. Thea to be victorious now and ready 
to stand with the faithful at the end of 
the way, it is required that we obey the 
commands of the Lord. Some of them are 
believe, obey, do His will, and forsake 
sin, work, go, etc., and then in our text 
we have a very urgent command: 

“Let all bitterness, and wrath, and an- 
ger, and clamour, and evil speaking, be 
put away from you, with all malice.” 
Amen.

Dress 

“That women adorn themselves in 
modest apparel, with shamefacedness and 
sobriety; not with broided hair, or gold, 
or pearls, or costly array; But (which 
becometh women professing godliness) 
with good works,” 1 Tim. 2:9, 10. 

Christian women should dress in keep- 
ing with their profession. Those who at- 
tend the dance, the theatre, the movies, 
etc., dress accordingly. If women are 
saved and do not possess the spirit of the 
worldling, why dress as the worldling? 

1. According to the Scriptures Chris- 
tian women should dress decently, neat- 
ly and economically. Not gaudily, extra- 
vagantly, nor indecently, and not to at- 
tract undue attention. And they should 
not show carelessness nor sloveliness, but 
remember it has been said that “cleanli- 
ness is next to godliness.” 

2. If women professing godliness go 
beyond the limit and dress as do the 
women of the world, what answer can 
they give if criticized for such a prac- 
tice? If it is wrong to dress as the world, 
and is a sign of sinful pride, then it brings 
condemnation as well as does the practice 
of other sins, and should be discouraged. 

3. Since the Lord has seen proper to 
give instructions concerning dress in His 
Word, we believe it is wholesome to fol- 
low those instructions. We do not believe 
in bearing down on these things to the 
point of becoming fanatical, but we do 
believe that we should keep to the middle 
of the road. Either extreme is harmful. 
That is, some may dress so plainly as to 
attract attention, and cause remarks, 
while some go to the other extreme in 
dressing too expensively, or immodestly, 
and bring reproach on the cause of the 
Lord. 

4. Extravagance in dress may be con- 
demned, especially on two counts. First, 
it is a waste of God’s money, which God’s 
Word condemns. Second, it is a display 
of pride which is sinful and also con- 
demned in God’s Word. 

5. Then neatness, tidiness and sim- 
plicity in dress are always in keeping with 
the Christian spirit. But extravagance, 
gaudiness, indecent dress, never. Read 
Exodus 23:2; Rom. 12:2; Phil. 2:5; 1 
Peter 3:3, 4. 





The wearing of costly apparel is di- 
rectly opposite to being adorned with 
good works; for the more you spend on 
your apparel, the less you will have to 
clothe the naked or to feed the hungry.

GERMANY 


I am glad to report victory, through 
the grace of God, the blood and the Holy 
Ghost. While God is working and the 
truth is going to take root in the hearts 
of precious people, more and more are 
coming to our meetings. We also have a 
Sunday School started and about twenty 
attending. I would be glad if I could make 
an order for Sunday School literature 
from the Publishing House. But since our 
people can not read English, we must help 
ourselves and make our own literature 
with the typewriter and make as many 
copies as is necessary. We get the lessons 
from the Teacher’s Quarterly and how the 
Lord has blessed the young and the old! 
There are no Sunday Schools for adult 
people over here, but already our people 
see what Sunday School means for the 
old as well. 


Lately, on Sunday afternoon, we had 
an outdoor meeting, under blooming 
apple trees. Had a fine crowd and a good 
message on “By faith Moses.” Right 
after this meeting, as different people 
were talking, this other organization from 
which quite a few of our folks are com- 
ing, heard also of our Sunday School 
work and they called a special meeting 
and are now warning their people against 
me, saying that I have a false doctrine, a 
heretic after Titus 3:10, have the devil 
in me and more so. We praise the Lord 
that flesh and the devil is getting stirred. 
Naturally such persecution is hard on 
them who have just started to walk in 
the light, and some are wondering now 
who is right. 

Please do keep on praying for us. Al- 
so, we request the Church to keep on 
praying for this needy country, that the 
light of God’s full truth may go forth 
and permission from the government be 
granted us. I do not want to say this for 
just another request, but sincerely. Oh, 
the darkness on the deeper truth is hard 
to believe. The God who can still do 
wonders, is not known much here, There 
is such skeptcism and unbelief as I have 
not known of before among Protestant 
folks.

/ God Working in Barbados 


Ten days after embarking on the S. S. 
“Simon Bolivar” of the Royal Nether- 
lands Steamship Line, we arrived in the 
fair island of Barbados. We made seven 
different ports on the way down, visit- 
ing in Colombia and Venezuela, South 
America, and the Dutch and British 
Colonies of Curacao and Trinidad. The 
trip across was very interesting and may 
provide some real good reading material 
were I to begin describing it in detail. 
However, since the Evangel is rather 
limited for space, due to so many reports, 
etc., coming in, I thought it best to con- 
dense my articles. For example, I notice 
that part of the front cover design has 
had to be cut out, which seems to mar 
the general appearance of the paper. The 
old cut portrayed the Church so beau- 
tifully, as, “the pillar and ground of the 
truth.” 

I boarded the Dutch ship at Cristobal, 
C. Z., Panama and was treated with ail 
courtesy by the officers and crew en 
route. The sea was a little boisterous at 
the beginning of the voyage and at first 
I suffered some from seasickness. But I 
was soon able to settle down again to 
routine life aboard ship, once I recov- 
ered my “‘sea-legs”—so to speak, 

I took advantage of the days spent at 
sea in studying and comparing the Scrip- 
tures in four languages. The reading of 
the Papiamento Dialect which is spoken 
in the Dutch West Indian Islands of 
Curacao, Aruba and Bon Aire, came to 
me almost as a gift—if you want to call 
it that—during my trip to South Ameri- 
ca in 1935. This language is a mixture of 
Dutch, French, Indian, Spanish and 
Portuguese. I started with a written 
prayer and translated all of it—by God’s 
help—excepting one word, and I chink 
the petition contained sixty-nine words. 
Then the Portuguese coming fron: same 
Latin root, is so closely related to the 
Spanish language that I find it quite easy 
to read. I spread out the different <rans- 
lations before me, and take them chapter 
by chapter, beginning with the Papia- 
mento—which is the hardest for me. 
Then I follow up with the Portuguese 
and Spanish, finally falling back on my 
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English version in case I get stuck. Fel- 
low passengers looked at me rather curi- 
ously, and I suppose wondered at seeing 
a man reading four Bibles at the same 
time. It was like the time when four of 
us were reading and preaching from the 
same pulpit at the same time when Broth- 
er J. H. Walker was with us in Guate- 
mala, Central America. This was neces- 
sary—as stated before—to get the Word 
to the people in Spanish and Quiche, A 
knowledge of Portuguese would be a 
great asset to the mission cause, should 
we open a work in Brazil, as this lan- 
guage is spoken there. This is the largest 
Republic in South America and is larger 
in area than the U. S. A. It is known as 
United States of Brazil, and has a popu- 
lation of more than forty million. We 
must look forward to establishing our- 
selves in this great mission field that is 
open to the gospel to-day. 


During this visit to Barbados we were 
able to organize three more churches, 
taking in sixty-four new members. This 
makes sixteen churches we have set in 
order to date, with an average registered 
membership of forty-one to the congre- 
gation. I got a call to come and set an- 
other church in order—an old established 


work with a fairly large membership— - 


but for lack of time I had to leave that 
for Brother Marshall to look after. In ad- 
dition to this we have two or three other 
places where we are preaching. One of 
the later named has its own church, 
a new building, with around a hundred 
members enrolled. We expect these will 
line up with us also. The pastor of the 
church that came over from the English 
Church Army last fall has received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost during the 
last few weeks. Also several of the mem- 
bers at this place have been baptized in 
the Spirit. 

About six months ago Brother Charles 
A. Lewis cast his lot with us. This broth- 
er has been in the ministry for twenty- 
one years and is mightily used by the 
Lord. He spent eighteen years with the 
Pilgrim Holiness Church, ten of which 
were put in service at Georgetown, Brit- 
ish Guiana, S, America. We have been 
wanting to open up a work over there, so 
now we have a man well qualified for the 
place, as he has received the Holy Ghost 
according to the pattern in Acts 2:4, 
since he has united with the Church of 
God. 

Brother James B. Winter from Canada, 
who has spent thirty-two years in the 
work on this field, united with us dur- 
ing my visit. He also has the Holy Ghost 
baptism and came to us desiring fellow- 
ship, having been moved by our world- 
wide program of expansion in foreign 
fields. Mr. Winter spent seven years of

EXT: Galatians 5:7, “Ye did run 
well; who did hinder you?” 

Due to the sad condition of so-called 
Christianity of today, God has impressed 
me very much to write a few lines on 
the above text. 


It seems that some of the members of 
the churches of Galatia were being led 
astray by the doctrine of circumcision. 
In the first verse of this chapter, we hear 
Paul speaking in this manner, “Stand fast 
therefore in the liberty wherewith Christ 
has made us free, and be not entangled 
again with the yoke of bondage.” To be 
free from sin is the greatest privilege that 
man has. It not only brings contentment 
and happiness in this present life but also 
insures a better home at the end of our 
earthly pilgrimage. After one has been 
set free from the snare of the enemy by 
the divine love of God, it has always been 
a mystery to me why they will allow 
themselves to be entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage, but such is the case in 
many instances. 


I was saved in the early months of 
1929, at which time it seemed that God 
was the uppermost thought in the minds 
of the Christian people. They delighted in 
the blessed Word of God. They rejoiced 
in measuring up to the teachings of the 
Bible and Church. God visited them in 
marvelous ways. Oh! how the power 
would fall, and blessings showered down 
like the early April rains. The people 
would dance, shout, and weep for joy. 
Those were the good days, those were the 
days that God was well pleased with His 
children, those were the days when we 
“ran well.” But, alas, from close observa- 
tion, I am forced to believe we have 


drifted, to a certain extent, from our 
Lord. 
I say we ran well for God at that 


time because we delighted in doing His 
will and were ready to heed His call at 
any time, regarding not how dark the 
night, how severe the storms. 

I am very young in this way, consider- 
ing the length of time some of the good 
saints have fought the battles in the name 
of Christ, but I can see, during the short 
period of time that I have been in this 
way, that there has been a great letting- 
up in living for God. Where is the power 
we one time enjoyed? Where is the 
anointing from God that so often en- 
veloped our being? Has God changed, 
has He forsaken His children, has He 
gone to sleep? Is it slackness on His part 
that we do not receive the same bless- 
ing? No, a thousand times, no! It is your

fault and my fault that we are not de- 
riving the same benefits from the hand 
of God. We have drifted from God and 
there is no use to try to deny it. 


Every fair-minded man, I believe, will 
agree with me that Christianity in its 
true form is at a very low ebb. Not only 
in the formal churches of this day and 
time, but this is also true relative to the 
holiness movements. There must be some 
cause for this. There surely must be a 
definition for this sad condition. I will 
plainly tell you what I think the solu- 
tion of the whole matter is, and that is, 
“We are not running well.” We are drift- 
ing, drifting, so carelessly drifting along. 
No aim in view, just drifting along with 
the tide. When shall we awake and see 
our sad plight? When will we burst asun- 
der the shackles of indifference, the bonds 
of pride, the tightening cords of world- 
liness, and proclaim to the world, “I am 
an ambassador for Christ”? 


1 Cor. 9:24. “Know ye not that they 
which run in a race run all, but one 
receiveth the price? So run, that ye may 
obtain.” Whether we are aware of the 
fact or not, we are all running in a race. 
This race began at the cradle and will end 
in eternity. So, my friend, we should 
strive to the utmost to be the one who 
wins the prize. 

Along this race of life there are many 
obstacles to overcome, there are many 
difficulties, trials and pitfalls to en- 
counter and conquer, but if we “run 
well” and be determined in our heart to 
endure to the end, I am sure we will fin- 
ish this race victoriously and receive the 
prize at our Father’s hand. 

1 Peter 4:12. “Beloved, think it not 
strange concerning the fiery trial whic! 
is to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you.” I believe ev- 
ery true child of God at some time in life 
has gone through a severe trial. I am sure 
God wants a tried people and no doubt 
these trials are put upon us in order to 
estimate our worth. Peter ran well until 
the testing time came. This beloved apos- 
tle of our Lord, did he not forsake nets, 
father and home to be with Jesus? Did 
he not follow close in the footsteps of 
our Lord during His ministry here on 
earth? It was Peter, who, at the last sup- 
per, deemed himself unworthy to allow 
Jesus to wash his feet. Then, in the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane, we see this man of 
God willingly risk his life trying to for- 
stall the capture of his Master. 

No one will dare say that Peter was 
not an humble, kind-hearted man. There 
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are none who will disagree with me in be- 
lieving this fisherman of Galilee loved his 
Lord with a sincere heart. Jesus had per- 
formed so many miraculous wonders 
during His ministry that Peter, there in 
the Garden of Gethsemane, no doubt, 
thought that he would at this time call 
for assistance from God, or that a com- 
pany of angels would come to His aid, or 
in some way would evade capture at the 
hands of this ungodly mob. When this 
expectation failed to materialize, Peter 
lost all hope, doubt crept into his mind, 
“Is this man Jesus really the Son of God? 
If He is, surely He could have evaded 
this capture.” 

When Jesus was taken by this crowd, 
His apostles fled. I can see the unholy 
crowd leading Jesus back to Jerusalem. 
Back in the distance I see another figure, 
stealthily dodging from tree to tree, 
watching intently every move that is 
made by the captors of the Son of God. 
After this mob enters inside the walls of 
the city, this figure comes to the city 
gate and then slyly ventures inside, even 
into the palace of the high priest and sits 
with the servants and warms himself at 
the fire. There, when confronted by one 
of the maids of the high priest, Peter, for 
it is he, denies the Christ. 

Peter ran well for a season, but when 
face to face with the crisis he failed the 
Lord. As we read of this sad event in 
the life of Peter we readily condemn him 
for denying the Lord. In our heart we 
can find no sympathy for this fallen 
apostle of Jesus, 

No doubt, we have said, “Had I been 
in the place of Peter I would have boldly 
come forth and offered my life for the 
Master. Before seeing Him so shame- 
fully mistreated and abused, I would have 
gladly given my life in His stead.” No, 
we wouldn’t. Let’s not deceive ourselves. 
I am made to believe that we, who claim 
to be filled with the Spirit of God, would 
not have done any better than Peter in 
this trying time. Why do I believe this? 
Because, from observation I see that we 
do not have power with which to com- 
bat such a force. Instead of abounding in 
the strength and power of our God we 
have fallen almost to the last rung of 
the ladder. How could we, who are unable 
to cope with the trifling persecutions of 
this day and time, expect to overcome 
such a trial as that which confronted 
Peter. No, my friends, we will have to 
get better fortified with the power and 
love of God if we expect to win this 
battle for right. 

What? Do I hear some one say, “I am 
willing and ready to die for this cause. I 
some ready to suffer martyrdom for the 
Bible and its truths”? No doubt there are 
some who would do this, but they are 
very few and far between. Why do I

North Carolina State Conv’n. 


The North Carolina state convention 
convened at the Armory Auditorium 
May 12-15, inclusive, at Charlotte, N. C. 
The service opened Wednesday evening 
with songs, prayers and shouts of victory. 
which inevitably showed God’s approval 
in the very beginning of the convention. 
The welcome address was given by Broth- 
er W. T. Nelson, pastor of the Charlotte 
church, with responses by Brothers Gar- 
land Grooms, J. C. Houch, and N. M.

The first sermon was delivered by 
Brother Harry L. Whittington, on 
“Triumphant Faith.” Brother Whitting- 
ton is pastoring one of the largest 
churches in the movement, recently built 
at Kannapolis, N. C. His theme was very 
timely. (Several other new churches were 
reported being built in the state of North 
Carolina.) 

The convention proper opened Thurs- 
day morning with songs, praise and 
prayers, after which the scripture lesson 
was read by Brother Stephens, state over- 
seer. Several committees were appointed 
and the absent were remembered. The 
main speakers of the morning were 
Brothers W. M. Stallings, J. R. Sanders,

make such an assertion as that above? 
After closely watching and studying tie 
professed Christians I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that I am right in the statemen: 
which I make. How many can we recail 
at this time who were at one time a pow- 
er for God and were great leaders in the 
Christian warfare. Where are they to- 
day? Down in the gutter of sin and de- 
gradation. Whose fault is this? Can we 
hurl the accusation at Christ and say, 
“Your grace was not sufficient to keep 
me,” when He has said in His Word “‘Lv, 
I am with you alway”? No, my friends, 
you will have to admit that we have 
failed to run well. 

Matt. 13:5, 6, “Some fell on stony 
places, where they had not much earth, 
and forthwith they sprung up, because 
they had no deepness of earth. And when 
the sun was up, they were scorched; and 
because they had no root, they withered 
away.” How true this scripture! My 
mind travels back through the past few 
years of my life and I can recall with 
what joy they would receive God’s Word 
and with what readiness of mind and 
heart they would accept Jesus as their 
Savior.

demn anyone as the Bible is law, our 
guide, to instruct us in doing right. If 
you think you can just live any kind of 
a life, just as you please in sin, how can 
you tell if you are predestined to heaven 
or hell? If you sin you are a sinner. Do 
you think that God would let you hide 
under a cloak of an opinion that you are 
predestined or by an eternal security 
theory and punish the drunken sot that 
is bound in the clutches of sin, makes no 
profession, united with no body of be- 
lievers? I say no. All the blessings of God 
given us do nor grant us license to steal, 
lie, kill, break the law, and do the many 
things we would condemn the sinner in 
doing; one would be a sinner, the othe 
a base hypocrite, neither one a blessing 
nor heaven bound. 

Peter says the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous and his ear is open unto 
their prayers, but the face of the Lord 
is against the evildoers, 1 Peter 3:12. 
“Let none of you suffer as a murderer, 
or as a thief, or as an evildoer, or a busy- 
body,” (4:15). If you suffer, let it be for 
righteousness sake (3:14) for the right- 
eous only will be saved (4:18). “Let the 
wicked forsake his way” applies to all. 
When the righteous turn away and com- 
mit iniquity all his righteousness shall not 
be mentioned, he shall die, Ezek. 18:24, 
26. There is a chance if he restores the 
pledge, V. 12. Also see 33:15, 17. The 
soul that sinneth it shall die if it con- 
tinues to sin, This shows that carnality 
will not mix or harmonize with the 
Spirit of God. Many covenants have been 
made and broken, obeyed for a_ season 
then forgotten. See. Isa. 55. If we turn 
away from God and forsake the right 
way, we become again entangled and the 
latter end is worse than the beginning. 

It is well for us to consider the dan- 
ger signals that Peter gives. 2 Pet. 2:15, 
20; 3:17. He admonishes us to give all 
diligence, add to your faith virtue, then 
knowledge, temperance, patience, godli- 
ness, brotherly kindness, charity, for if 
these things be in you and abound they 
make you that ye shall neither be bar- 
ren nor unfruitful, but he that lacketh 
these things is blind and cannot see afar 
off and hath forgotten that he was (past 
tense) purged from his old sins. Now give 
diligence, make your calling and elec- 
tion sure. If you do these things ye shall 
never fall (2 Peter 1:10), indicating if 
you do not, you will fall. For even an- 
gels were not spared that sinned. Are you 
any better than they? 2 Pet. 2:4. God 
knows how to deliver the godly out of 
temptation and is always giving warnings 
and instructions, but many times we pay 
no heed. 

1 Cor. 10:13. In the time of trial or 
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temptation, where does temptation lie? 
Who is tempted? What is temptation? 
First, temptation is that which appeals. 
If it does not appeal to us in some man- 
ner, it is no temptation. Who is tempted? 
The child of God. He is tempted to do 
evil, to depart from the path ot right, to 
partake of the tempting allurements, the 
enemy whispering no harm. He told Eve 
a lie in the garden, she believed the lie 
and suffered for it. James said every 
man is tempted when he is drawn away 
of his own lust, whatever his desires are 
allowed to covet after, and enticed, 1:14. 
One command is, “Thou shalt not 
covet,” and numberless souls have gone 
down in defeat because they failed this 
commandment. James said, “When lust 
hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin: 
and sin when it is finished, bringeth 
forth death. Do not err (depart), my be- 
loved brethren,” vv. 15, 16. We cannot 
live a double life—out of the same mouth 
proceedeth blessings and cursings. My 
brethren, these things ought not to be. 
See James 3:10-16. 


We are taught to pray for each other 
that our faith fail not. There is danger 
here. Jude said, ““Now unto him who is 
able to keep you from falling,” V. 24. 
Paul said that they that will be rich fall 
into temptation (always lusting for that 
their money can buy) and a snare and 
into many foolish and hurtful lusts which 
drown men in destruction and perdition, 
1 Tim. 6:9, erred from faith, V. 10. 


Danger points are seen in James 5:12, 
lest ye fall into condemnation, Paul said 
take heed lest ye fall, 1 Cor. 10:12. Hold 
fast let no man take thy crown, Rev. 
3:11. Hold fast your confidence, Heb. 
3:6. If ye continue in the faith be not 
moved away, Col. 1:23. Paul warned the 
Church of the danger of ordaining a nov- 
ice lest being lifted up with pride he fall 
into the condemnation of the devil, 1 
Tim. 3:6. Peter warns to be sober, -be 
vigilant. The devil as a roaring lion seek- 
eth whom he may devour, 1 Pet. 5:8. 
For absolute safety see requirements in 
Num, 35:26-28, and St. John 10 is on 
the same condition, principally, for what 
right has anyone to claim eternal securi- 
ty on this promise or an other if they 
hear His voice and follow Him not? You 
may say you do, but do you? “These 
signs shall follow them that believe.” 
“If you love me ye will keep my com- 
mandments,” and then “I will pray the 
Father and he will give you another com- 
forter.” 


If you expect His keeping you had bet- 
ter live on His territory, hear and keep 
His commandments, follow like a sheep. 
“If ye be willing and obedient,” Isa. 1: 
19. That disobedient, murmuring crowd 
that was helped out of Egypt didn’t get 
to go back but coveted, which made it as 
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bad, and they died without the promise. 
They were like the crowd David and 
Paul referred to. Psa. 14; Rom. 3. They 
have all gone aside, out of the way, and 
become fit subjects for a chain gang. 
You only have to look at some of the 
awful deeds committed by once-saved- 
always-saved adherents to understand the 
fallacy of this doctrine, which is not 
profitable but liable to down souls who 
trust in same, unless they live holy. 

I can refer to a few ministers who have 
gone down in defeat. You may say they 
were only deceivers, but who knows but 
what you may be one. The fruits follow 
the devoted life and once they had sweet 
fellowship. We have to serve, love, hate 
or fellowship one or the other and Jesus 
said this is the condemnation that light 
is come and men love darkness rather 
than light because their deeds are evil. 
Why cannot we search for the things that 
make for peace, things that will teach 
us the possibility and danger of break- 
ing fellowship with God, preverting the 
scriptures, a license to careless living, 
granting liberty without license? Read 1 
Tim. 4:1-16; 2 Tim. 3:3,,4; Matt. 24:13; 
Rom. 1:21, 24. God gave them up. He 
may you.
